1 have just returned trom an interesting 


excursion among the sheep ranches of £1 


^^awKTJufny— to view a branch of produc- 


tion for w ijch this country has become fa- 
mous— anc. which is destmea to a large 
increase. 


The excursion was on the invitation of 


my friend M.. who came here eight years 
ago for his health, purchased a iingie flock 
of sheep because he could not be idle, ha? 
increased from year to year, until he num- 
bers two thousand, with pabturu^e for half 
as many more, w:nci :ie expects to add 
withi» a year or two. 


We started from Colorado Spring/ oft a

Tte True Story ot Ui« Revenge 


Sir Ric.larc Greenvi.le was Vice Acmi- 


ral to Lord Thomas I.oward, and lay off 
the Azores with the English squadron in 
1591. He was a noted tyrant to his crew; 
a dar.<. bvil.ytng fellow apparently ; and 
it is re. atec of him Mat ie woulc 
chew 


and swal ow wine glasses, by way of con- 
vivia levity, till the blooc ran out of his 
mouth. When tie Spanisli &eet of fifty 
sail came within sig it of the English, his 
ship, t.ie Revenge, was the last to weigi 
anchor, and was so far circumvented by 
t'.ie Spaniards that there were but two 
courses open—either to turn her back up- 
on the enemy or sail t irough one of lis 
squadrons. The first alternative 
Green- 


ville dismissed as dishonorable to himself, 
his country and Her Majesty's ship. 
Ac- 


cordingly, he chose the alter, and steerec 
into the Spanish armament. Several ves- 
sels he forced to luff anc 
fall under his 


,cc, unti about 3.o'c!oc,< in t ic afternoon, 
a great ship of three 
recks of orcance 


took the win 1 out of his sails anc immedi- 
ately b<>avc.e<.. Thenceforwarc, anc 
al. 


night ong, the Revenge held her own, 
single-handed, against the Spaniards. As 
one ship \v.ib beaten off another took its 
place. She endured, accorcing to Ra- 
.cigh's commutation, "eight Jiuncrec slot 
of great ariuery, besides many 
assaults 


and entries." Jy morning the powder 
was spent, tie pixes all broken, not a stick 
was standing, "nothing left overhead either 
for flight or defense ;" 
six feet of water in 


the hold ; aimost allof the men hurt, and 
Greenville himself'in a dying condition. 
To bring them to this pass a fleet of fifty 
sail had been mauling them for 
fifteen 


hours; the Admiral of the Hulks and the 
Ascension, of 
Seville, had both gone 


cown a.ongsice.and two other vessels had 
taking refuge on shore in a sinking state. 
In 
llawke's words, "they had taken a 


great deal of drubbing. Tie captain and 
crew thoug.it they had doneabout.enough, 
but Greenville was not of this opinion ; he 
gave orders to t.ie master gunner, whom 
he knew to be a follow after his own 
stamp, to scuttle the* Revenge where she 
lay. 
The ot.iers, who were not mortally 


wounded ,ikc t'he acmiral, interfered with 
some decision, locked the master gunner 
into nis cabin, after having deprived him 
of his sword, for he manifesto an inten- 
tion to kill himself if he were not to sink 
the ship ; and sent to tie Spaniards to de- 
manc 
terms. 
These 
were 
granted. 


The second or t.lire day after, Greenvilk- 
died of his wounds aboard of the Spanish 
llagship, leaving has contempt upon the 
"traitors and, dogs" who had not chosen to 
do as he did anc engage fifty vessels, well 
found anc fully manned, with six inferior 
craft ravagqi by sickness anc siort of 
stores. 
He at least, ic said, had done his 


ciiiy as ie was bounc. to do, and looked 
for cvei.astmg fame.— Comhill 
Maga.-
